County council leader resigns 


THE LEADER of Somerset County Council Ken Mad- 
dock has announced he is to stand down next 
month, in order to run for office to become the Avon 
and Somerset Police and Crime Commissioner. 

Councillor Maddock has held the role of leader 
since the Conservatives won the local election in 
2009 and announced his intention to seek the Con¬ 
servative Party nomination to stand as Police and 
Crime Commissioner for Avon and Somerset on Mon¬ 
day. 

Successful candidates will stand in a regional elec¬ 
tion due to be held in November. 

The PCC post is a new one, and the successful can¬ 
didate will not be running the police but represent¬ 
ing residents across the region to hold the police to 
account. According to the Home Office website the 
remit will be "to cut crime and deliver an effective 
and efficient police service within each force area". 

Councillor Maddock commented: "Deciding to 
stand down as Somerset County Council leader has 
been a really hard decision, a real wrench, but the 
new police role is hugely important and influential. 
With my experience in commerce, in public service, 
and my contacts in local, regional and national poli¬ 
tics I feel I have a lot to offer. 


"I will do everything I 
can to ensure a 
smooth transition as I 
hand over. I have 
worked through some 
of the toughest finan¬ 
cial times in several 
generations and am 
proud of the work we 
have done and the 
achievements we have 
delivered within those 
extremely difficult 
budget challenges." 

Councillor Mad- 
dock's intention to re¬ 
sign will bring about a 
leadership election 
within the Conserva¬ 
tive group of council¬ 
lors and a successor 
will be approved 
through a vote at the council's annual meeting in 
May, when he will formally step down but will con¬ 
tinue to represent his Mendip South ward as an 
elected council member. 



Extension can go ahead despite 
objections over walnut trees 


A £120,000 expansion of the Hen- 
hayes Centre in the middle of 
Crewkerne can go ahead — provided 
nearby walnut trees are protected 
during construction. 

The scheme will result in a much- 
needed 17 per cent increase in the 
footprint of the centre, which hosts 
dozens of community events and so¬ 
cial activities for the over-55s every 
month. 

But the presence of walnuts nearly 
put the kybosh on the whole project 
when an arboreal expert objected in 
the strongest terms. 

The un-named nut tree champion 
told colleagues in the South Somer¬ 
set planning department: “I object on 
the basis that I believe it to be con¬ 
trary to the council’s aims to preserve 
trees in accordance with the objec¬ 
tives within Policy ST6 (The Quality 
of Development) of the South Som¬ 
erset Local Plan 2006, the 2005 Na¬ 
tional Planning Policy Statement 1, 
Delivering Sustainable Develop¬ 
ment; Protection and Enhancement

of the Environment [Sections 17 - 
20]; and those statutory duties as de¬ 
fined within the Town & Country 
Planning Act, 1990 (as 
amended) [1].” 

The expert then outlined his con¬ 
cerns about “root protection area re¬ 
quirements”, the lack of any 
“pre-application discussion about the 
trees”; the “renowned intolerance to 
surgery” of walnut trees; and the 
questionable use of “air spades” to 
dig exploratory trenches. 

In a further damning comment, he 
stated that: “The applicant’s consult¬ 
ing arborist has also made recom¬ 
mendations for costly tree works. 

“The trees are not within the appli¬ 
cant’s control, nor is it being sug¬ 
gested that the applicant would be 
prepared to accept the cost of such 
works.” 

Despite the torrent of objections 
from the enthusiastic arborealist, 
planners granted permission, pro-

vided steps are taken to “ensure the 
safety of adjacent trees”. 

• When town councillors considered 
the scheme in February — and sig¬ 
nalled their warm support for it — 
Henhayes trustee and Chairman 
Rosemary Prince said it would pre¬ 
vent heat-loss from the building, 
make it less vulnerable to flooding, 
create extra storage capacity, and 
provide more space for activities. 
The trustees are now seeking finance 
for the improvements.

Part of nature reserve handed 
over under squatter's rights 


A PATCH of Bincombe Beeches 
nature reserve - formerly believed 
to be publicly-owned - is being 
surrendered by Crewkerne Town 
Council under a “squatter’s rights” 
deal worked-out by lawyers. 

Civic chiefs this week “reluc¬ 
tantly” agreed to concede 50 per 
cent of a contested plot to a couple 
who live nearby. 

The dispute has rumbled on for 
more than a year and has cost the 
public purse £16,000 in legal and 
other fees, according to town clerk 
Jeanne Warner. 

The couple claiming “squatter’s 
rights” will have to rip down a 
barbed-wire fence round the larger 
plot - little more than the size of a 
tennis court - and pay to re-erect it 
around the smaller patch, which is 
now agreed to be legally theirs. 

The couple, Dr and Mrs N G 
Skinner, of East Street, Crewkerne, 
were understood to be abroad and 
were unavailable for comment as 
the Weekender went to press. 

Crewkerne Mayor Neil 
Sturtivant outlined the terms of the 
deal when he read a prepared state¬ 
ment at an extraordinary town 
council meeting on Monday night. 

He said: “The council received 
notice that a property on East 
Street had enclosed an area of 
council land within Bincombe 
Beeches and sought to be regis¬ 
tered as owner of that land, claim¬ 
ing adverse possession 
commonly referred to as squatter’s 
rights. 

“Conscious of its community ob¬ 
ligations, the council sought advice 
to defend the application and 
called upon members of the public 
to assist with providing evidence. 

“Only a small number of people 
came forward, to whom the coun¬ 
cil are most grateful. 

“Evidence has been produced on 
behalf of the applicants that the 
land had been enclosed for the req¬ 
uisite period. However, the evi¬ 
dence from witnesses for the

council contradicted the 
applicants’ claim. 

“The council was most 
displeased to receive the 
application and to have to 
incur expenditure of public 
money to reclaim its land. 

“The council was also 
extremely disappointed 
that the first it heard of the 
application was from the 
Land Registry. 

“It was obliged to inves¬ 


tigate the merits of the ap¬ 
plication, thereby incur¬ 
ring significant costs. 

“Although the council is 
a custodian of community 
land, it has an equally im¬ 
portant duty to balance the 
value to the community of 
the land in dispute against 
the possible costs that it 
would incur in seeking to 
preserve it. 

“The worst case for the 


council is if the adjudicator 
hearing the dispute finds in 
favour of the applicants 
and orders the council to 
pay the applicants’ legal 
costs. 

“With the benefit of legal 
advice, and following ne¬ 
gotiations with the appli¬ 
cants, a compromise has 
been agreed in principle. 

“I would recommend 
that members approve the 
terms.” 

Town clerk Jeanne 


Warner added: “Fifty per 
cent of the land will be 
passed over to the appli¬ 
cants and fifty per cent will 
stay with the council. 

“The applicants will pay 
for new fencing and take 
down the old fencing.” 

Members unanimously 
backed the compromise, 
with Councillor Andrea 
Stuart summing-up the 
mood of the meeting: “I re¬ 
luctantly vote in favour.”

FEELING peckish... but 
feeling the pinch? 

Then a new “Recession 
Buster” meal-deal that has 
been cooked-up at the 
Henhayes Community 
Centre in Crewkerne could 
be just the answer for 
everyone with a rumbling 
turn! 

The centre has just 
launched a daily treat for 
the taste buds that is prov¬ 
ing popular with members 
and visitors alike. 

Centre trustee Eileen 
Mills said: “We’re now 
serving lunchtime meals 
on Mondays to Fridays, in¬ 
stead of on just three days 
a week. 

“We are trying to accom¬ 
modate people who can’t 
or don’t want to cook for 
themselves but they still 
want a wholesome meal, 
made from fresh ingredi¬ 
ents and at a very reason¬ 
able price.” 

The first Recession 
Buster meals were served 
last week when 30 people 
sat down to an Easter 
lunch of roast beef and 
Yorkshire pud with three 
veg. 

And the bill? Just £3.50 
for Henhayes members 
(who pay annual subs of 
only £12 to belong) or

£4.50 for non-members. 

Eileen said: “We are 
offering great value 
meals because we’re a 
community centre char¬ 
ity, not a restaurant, al¬ 
though we do like people 
to let us know they are 
coming.” 

She added that there 
are different meals every 
day of the month, with 
“themed” dishes planned 
for special occasions. 

“All our meals are pre¬ 
pared daily in our own 


kitchen using fresh pro¬ 
duce. 

“We offer a traditional 
meal of the day, with a 
selection of vegetables, 
and alternatives are al¬ 
ways available.”

Group pressing for more station improvements 


ONE of Crewkerne’s youngest and 
most vibrant community groups de¬ 
livered its first progress report at the 
annual Town Meeting earlier this 
month. 

The Friends of Crewkerne Station, 
which is less than a year old and has 
just 50 paid-up supporters, has al¬ 
ready secured noticeable improve¬ 
ments for rail passengers. 

Chairman Tony Reese told coun¬ 
cillors: “We need to support our sta¬ 
tion with a group of friends who can 
do things that the train companies 
won’t do, and to be ready to lobby 


for the services and facilities that we 
want. 

“The voice of local people is being 
heard. And South West Trains have 
begun to notice that customer satis¬ 
faction is not as good as it was. 

“There will be a new franchise for 
our railway in 2017 and the govern¬ 
ment will be asking local groups 
what they think is important.” 

FOCS Secretary Gail Coleshill 
also addressed the meeting. 

She said: “We are starting to have 
discussions with the county council, 
bus companies and taxi companies 


about improving services to train 
passengers and have been in touch 
with South West Trains about a 
marked taxi rank at the station. 

“We have also responded to a con¬ 
sultation on the county-wide trans¬ 
port strategy and suggested that the 
new CLR housing development 
could include a parking area for trav¬ 
ellers using the station. 

“We believe that the rail service is 
very important for sustainable trans¬ 
port, the convenience of local resi¬ 
dents and for the marketing of 
Crewkerne.”

Tour of American architecture 


THE audience at the April meeting 
of Neroche DFAS at Seavington 
were given an entertaining tour of 
the southern states of the USA;Vir- 
ginia, the Carolinas, Georgia, and the 
deep south states of Louisiana and 
Mississippi. 

Lecturer Roger Mitchell told of 
how the early settlers built in wood 
and stone on a small scale, as they 
sought to make a living from farm¬ 
ing, but as their businesses grew with 
crops of cotton, tobacco, rice and 
sugar they moved on to brick build¬ 
ings, acquiring slaves, and expand¬ 
ing their plantations. 

He showed how they imitated clas¬ 
sical designs by Palladio and placed 
classical columns round their veran¬ 
das. 

Most houses were symmetrical, 
with wide frontages, often near the

sea or a major river, to allow build¬ 
ing materials to arrive, and bales of 
tobacco or cotton to be exported. 

White clapperboard also came into 
favour as a building material. Often 
these grand colonial mansions had 
fine interiors with imported Geor¬ 
gian furniture of the finest quality. 

Mr Mitchell showed many exam¬ 
ples of the houses of the south, in¬ 
cluding one in white and light blue 
that looked like a river steamboat, 
and another that was an enormous 
octagon, built by a ‘cotton nabob’ - 
a southern term for the newly rich - 
who owned 800 slaves, but was 
never entirely finished. 

The Civil War of 1861 destroyed 
many of these fine constructions.

Cloths of gold on show 

EMBROIDERY fans will be in for a treat this weekend 
as a set of antique vestments go on show at the 
Church of the English Martyrs in East Street, Chard. 

The selection of Catholic finery was gathered by 
Father Michael Galloway, a retired Anglican minister 
who joined the church as a priest of the ordinariate. 

He has collected the items since the 1980s and 
considers himself custodian of the ancient vest¬ 
ments, many of which may have been destroyed had 
he not given them a home. Among the display will 
be his oldest prize, an 18th century High Mass set 
rescued from a museum that closed down, worn by 
himself and the Deacon at the recent Easter Sunday. 

Most of the display will be 19th century Chasubles 
in cloth of gold and watered silk. Cloth of gold con¬ 
sisted of 24 carat gold either beaten or worked into 
long strips and wound around a core such as silk 
thread and was then woven into a very rich fabric. 
The vestments were also decorated with detailed 
embroidery in gold thread. 

The antique vestments will be on display from 
10am until 4pm on Saturday, admission is free but 
donations will be welcome.

TWO students from the 
Richard Huish College in 
Taunton gave a presenta¬ 
tion on their Outposts ex¬ 
hibition to South Africa 
for the Rotary Club of 
Crewkerne. 

Kirstie Bailey, from 
Crewkerne, and Daisy 
King, from Winsham, first 
visited the Rotarians be¬ 
fore their trip to speak 
about their fundraising 
efforts, which the club do¬ 
nated to. 

The girls returned for a 
special evening meeting 
held at the Henhayes 
Centre, also attended by 
members of the Crewk¬ 
erne District Rotary Club, 
where they gave a video 
presentation showing 
what they got up to on 
their travels. 

Kirstie and Daisy spent 
three weeks in South 
Africa, travelling to Johan¬ 
nesburg and visiting the 
Umkhumbi Game reserve 
where the learned about 
local wildlife for their 
safety whilst in the bush. 


They had biology lessons, 
which included the dis¬ 
section of large animals 
and information on how 
to identify animal dung. A 
visit to a crocodile sanctu¬ 


ary taught the girls about 
poaching and they 
learned a lot about the 
conservation work being 
done throughout the re¬ 
serve. 


The girls also took part 
in snorkling and learning 
to spear fish with the lo¬ 
cals, as well as a tour of 
Rorkes Drift and white 
water rafting. 


Part of their trip in¬ 
cluded working at the Zu- 
lufadder project, which 
helps the orphans of the 
AIDS epidemic. They 
painted the walls of a 
school and had taken 
clothing to give to the 
children. 

The second part of the 
evening meeting was de¬ 
voted to talking about the 
Rotary Group Study Ex¬ 
change programme, a 
unique cultural and voca¬ 
tional exchange opportu¬ 
nity for business people 
and professionals be¬ 
tween the ages of 25 and 
40 who are in the early 
stages of their careers. 

The programme pro¬ 
vides travel grants for 
teams to exchange visits 
in paired areas of different 
countries. For four to six 
weeks, team members ex¬ 
perience the host coun¬ 
try's culture and 
institutions, observe how 
their vocations are prac¬ 
ticed abroad, develop per¬ 
sonal and professional 
relationships, and ex¬ 
change ideas. 

Rotarian Peter Hardwill 
had nominated one of his 
employees, Sebastian 
Cope, as their candidate 
for the year, who had 
come to his company on 
work experience and be¬ 
came a draughtsman. He 
will be going to Malawi, 
Mozambique and Zambia 
to learn about their engi¬ 
neering and construction 
practises and develop 
personal and professional 
relationships. Mr Cope has 
himself been a charity 
fundraiser for several 
years and the club 
thought him well deserv¬ 
ing of their support. 
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ACTIVITIES for the elderly is the dream job for Celia Appleton who has worked 
at Vaughan Lee House, the community-run residential care home in llminster, 
for 23 years. 

Having started on the night shift at the home when her children were small, 
she has worked in various areas over the years but has settled into the post of 
activities co-ordinator and was funded by Vaughan Lee to take a qualification 
as a creative activity therapist, specialising in planning, reminiscence and de¬ 
mentia. 

Thanks to her input, the residents now enjoy a range of in-house activities 
and a weekly outing. Celia loves working with older people and is delighted 
that the charity were able to give her the opportunity for a qualification which 
was the real icing on her cake. 


# WHAT do you like most about your 
job? 

It's a lovely place to work and I like old 
people - they are so sweet, I have always 
related to them the most. I have done 
about every job there is here over the 
years, cooking, cleaning and care, but I 
have really found my area within care 
now. 

I was invited to Dunkirk House in Bish¬ 
ops Lydeard to do a day's workshop at 
the reminiscence learning centre and 
loved it so much, I kept going back.They 
taught me that you can stimulate any¬ 
body, no matter what their physical or 
mental ability and we have gone from 
bingo and dominoes to epic proportions 
of involvement. 

# IS it hard to organise activities to 
suit everyone? 

I always have to have a plan B at the back 
of my head. For example, the music for 
pleasure lady didn't come one day and I 
had 12 residents all sitting in a circle 
waiting. So I got Ron to get his accordion 
and we started to talk about dances 
which led into a whole reminiscence ses¬ 
sion - dancing led to dresses, which led 
to sewing and before I knew it, two 
hours had gone by. 

# IS there an activity you would like 
to be able to add? 

I would love people that have got a 
hobby or a skill to come in and do a ses¬ 
sion with the residents, like Angie from 
Cottage Flowers who gives her time and 
does flower arranging demonstrations. 

A lot of people still don't realise 
Vaughan Lee is a charity and we have 
limited funds, unless otherwise speci¬ 
fied, all donations go to the comfort 
fund. It is only thanks to the Gooch Char¬ 
itable Trust that have funded the 
minibus for three years that we are able 
to go on trips out every week. 

# DOES caring run in your family? 

Yes I am one of five girls and we are all in 
the care profession. I think because we 
had such a lovely upbringing and were 
all so close, we took care of each other 
when we were growing up. 

# WHAT has been the major differ¬ 
ence you have noticed in residents 
taking part in the activities? 

Residents have become much more in¬ 
teractive, some were becoming too in¬ 
stitutionalised and staying in their rooms 
all the time. There are still some who just 
prefer their own company and I am so 
grateful to the Friends of Vaughan Lee. 
The only reason I can do my job to the 
standard I do is because I have two of 
them here most days. They take the flex- 


ercise class on Fridays which frees me for 
one-on-one with some of the quieter 
residents. Volunteers are invaluable. 

• DO you have any hobbies? 

I am an outdoor girl and I love to walk, 
as soon as I get home I am out with my 
dog Peanut - he's some kind of terrier. 

• DO you have any unfulfilled ambi¬ 
tions? 

If you had asked me that five years ago, I 
would have said yes but now I have my 
qualification I am just where I wanted to 
be. I can drive, I learned to swim when I 
was 30, my two sons have grown up and 
have good jobs, and this is a really fun 
place to work. 

I think it speaks volumes that the care 
staff have all been here for years and you 
are encouraged to do qualifications and 
get the quality of life and work balance 
right. 

• IF you could meet anyone, who 
would it be? 

Chris Evans, because I think he's so 
funny. He makes me laugh every morn¬ 
ing on the radio. I would like to go out to 
dinner with him, I think we'd make each 
other laugh. 

• IF you were marooned on an island 
what three things would you want? 

A bottle of red wine, a French loaf and 
some Cheddar cheese, I have often 
asked people what they would choose 
as their last meal and said that's what I 
would have. 

• WHAT makes Vaughan Lee such a 
special place to you? 

Because it's community owned and the 
majority of staff and residents are local, 
so it's like a big extended family. Many of 
the residents can remember the carers 
when they were children, it's lovely. I am 
lucky because I can learn the residents' 
life histories, which is something we are 
building on to get more information 
from families when they first come in. 
The llminster Forum are starting to come 
up to record their life stories too. 

• WOULD you like to be a resident in 
Vaughan Lee one day? 

Oh yes, but I wouldn't be one of the 
quiet ones, I love to talk, I'd be in the cen¬ 
tre of the table! 

• IF you had silly money what would 
you do with it? 

I'd give it all away. I'd like to buy some¬ 
where like Sandy Bay holiday park and 
make it for anyone who couldnit afford 
a holiday.

The couple wanted to 
mount the window in the 
west wall of the church of 
St Peter and St Paul to 
balance with one placed 
on the other side of the 
main window for the mil¬ 
lennium. 

The design of six bells 
complete with wheel and 
ropes was created by tra¬ 
ditional stained glass 
craftsman John Yeo, a full 
craft member of the Som¬ 
erset Guild of Craftsmen, 
who is based between 
Shepton Mallet and 
Wells. The skilled crafts¬ 
man said he had been 
given free reign with the 
design and colours, the 
only thing that had to be 
true was the colour of the 
sallys - the furry part of 
the bell ropes. 

The new window is pri¬ 
marily a memorial to Mr 
Beale’s parents, Reginald 
and Phyllis, who were 
also long -standing cam¬ 
panologists. 

Mr Beale said: “I 
wanted the six bells be¬ 
cause father always liked 
six bell ringing. I have 
been to many churches 
but never seen a window 
dedicated to the bells and 
thought it would be a nice 
way to remember my par¬ 
ents. 

“It took 12 months just 
to get all the permissions 
we needed but we are 
very pleased with the re¬ 
sult, John has done a 
splendid job. 

“It looks beautiful with 
the light coming through 
it, he hasn’t made the 
colours too solid so it still 
works as a window. 

“I only hope the kids 
don’t think we are spend¬ 
ing all their inheritance! 

“I made my first peal in 


King stone church when I 
was 12, father was con¬ 
ducting. A full peal is 
5,040 changes. When I 
was up to 120, father said 
‘you’re nearly done’ and 
two hours later he said 
‘that’s it’. That was the 
day I had my first half 
pint of cider.” 

Mrs Beale, who also 
used to ring, said she was 


also delighted with the 
window, which has their 
initials on one of the bells. 

She said: “It’s lovely to 
have something that will 
be here for others to 
enjoy, long after we have 
gone. 

“It is also good that 
there are still bell-ringers 
keeping the tradition 
going, it takes a minute to 


get the hang of the 
changes but then it’s quite 
easy. Reg is 80 now and 
still going.” 

The couple joked about 
the time Reg’s trousers 
fell down while he was 
ringing. 

He said: “I was ringing 
a peal here in South 
Petherton and I was only 
on the seventh when I 
dropped my trousers so I 
just kept going. It was ac¬ 
tually quite refreshing, it 


can get warm when you 
are ringing!” 

The window is now 
complete but will be offi¬ 
cially dedicated on Sun¬ 
day, May 6th at 3 pm by 
Chris Marshall, former 
master of the Bath and 
Wells Association of 
Change Ringers. 

All are welcome and the 
tower which has 12 bells, 
will be open for ringing 
before and after the serv¬ 
ice.

Smylie features 177 black and white im¬ 
ages of boats found on the Somerset Lev¬ 
els. 

Flat-bottom craft made by the farmers 
and fishermen who used them are exam¬ 
ples of boatbuilding at its most complex. 

In Britain the best examples can be 
found in the boats of the Somerset Levels 
and moors, rivers and coastal waters. 

The Somerset Levels and moors is an 
area shrouded in both mystery and 
mythology: a world of water with tradi¬ 
tions reaching back into prehistory and a 
place of legends, such as its associations 
with Avalon. 

In this area, crisscrossed with shallow 
rivers and manmade waterways, flat bot¬ 
tomed boats were until relatively recently 
the ideal way of getting around, and in his 
book Mike Smylie takes us through six of 
them, and those who preserve them now 
that they have fallen out of every day use. 

Mike Smylie is the author of 13 books 
and the founder of the 40+ Fishing Boat 
Association. He is an expert on British tra¬ 
ditional fishing boats and is currently writ¬ 
ing a history of European Fishing Boats. 

The second book from Amberley, Som¬ 
erset at War by Henry Buckton, takes read¬ 
ers through Somerset's contribution to 
the war effort. 

Whereever you go through the county, 
you are never far way from a reminder of 
those wartime years. 

In this book, old images show the 
county at war and full colour modern im¬ 
ages demonstrating what remains today 
of Somerset's wartime landscape. 


As we travel around the county, we see 
coastal defences at places like Brean 
Down and Steepholm, pillboxes that were 
built to bog down the Germans if they in¬ 
vaded, and evidence that Weston-super- 
Mare and Bath experienced the worst of 
the bombing on the county. 

We learn how the town of Glastonbury 
prepared itself to be occupied by enemy 
troops, how explosives were produced at 
the Royal Ordnance Factory, why the town 
of Bridgwater sent a defiant message to 
Hitler, and how the first jet aircraft entered 
service with the RAF at Culmhead. 

The book also examines why the 
Taunton area was crucial to the defence of 
the Westcountry and looks at the impor¬ 
tant contribution made by the town of 
Yeovil to wartime aviation.

Title triumph is within Chard's grasp 



A S the rugby season nears its 
end there were several local 
sides with important games 
to undertake last Saturday. 

HONITON needed two points 
from their last two games to ensure 
promotion into the Western Coun¬ 
ties West Division. CHARD needed a 
win to keep their promotion aspira¬ 
tions on track, and DORCHESTER 
certainly needed to come out on 
top if they were to make their sniff 
of a play off place, a reality. 

The Chard second side also would 
have regarded a victory at Taunton 
thirds to be an essential, I trotted off 
there. 

CHARD 55 NORTH BRISTOL 5 

CONDITIONS were good for this 
vital Western Counties League 
(North) encounter. 

Chard who were less than steady 
at the first set scrum, rectified their 
frailty at the second, winning the 
ball after which an adroit diagonal 
kick from their midfield worked its 
way into touch by the North Bristol 
corner flag. 

The visitors won the ensuing line- 
out, only to get turned over, after 
which an inside pass put Henly into 
the gap and he barged his way over 
by the posts. Nicholls added the ex¬ 
tras. 

Although the Chard set scrum 
continued to give the odd problem, 
they had the better of the first 10 
minutes, although North Bristol had 
certainly not come just to make up 
the numbers.

Stead, playing on the right wing, 
fielded a high kick in his own half 
and ran the ball back to very good 
effect. In fact I felt that he would 
score himself when he was running 
free inside the visitors' twenty two.

Play was switched and, from the 
broken field situation, centre, Dou¬ 
glas got over on the left.

Although now 43 points adrift, 
North Bristol then proceeded to 
have a good five minutes, forcing 
Chard on to deep defence.

Tom Stokes scored the next home 
try, touching down between the 
posts after a good handling move¬ 
ment, for Nicholls to convert and 
bring up the half-century. 

Chard's last try of the game owed 
much to acumen, and not a little to 
fitness levels.

It only remained for me to come 
to grief while negotiating the railing 
in front of the Chard clubhouse, 
much to the amusement of several 
of the home supporters who, like 
me, had enjoyed Chard's perform¬ 
ance!

THIS was exactly the right result for 
Chard, although it was obtained 
after a very competitive and rather 
scrappy encounter. 

A four try bonus point came with 
it, thanks to tries by Jason Wright, 
Ben Robinson, Jonny Smith and Stu¬ 
art Gold, who also kicked a conver¬ 
sion. 

They were buoyed up even fur¬ 
ther when the other results of the 
division came to hand, and showed 
that rivals North Petherton seconds 
had been beaten in their final game 
by Cheddar Valley. 

Whatever else, matters regarding 
promotion are, with just one game 
left to play, entirely in Chard's hands 
as they go into their final league 
game tomorrow. 

The Chard third side found the 
lure of watching their first side take 
a massive step towards South West 
Division rugby to be too strong, and 
conceded their game at Wells thirds. 

WIVELISCOMBE 2nd 13 
CREWKERNE 40 

THE final score certainly did not flat¬ 
ter the visitors, they having crossed 
the home line on no less then four 
additional occasions, only to be 
pulled back owing to the referee 
being unsighted. 

As it was they scored seven tries, 
with only a single converted touch¬ 
down, together with a couple of 
penalty goals, coming in reply.

A NYONE who has read my 
column this season will 
know that I was not a fan 
of Terry Skiverton's style of man¬ 
agement and tactics, and felt that 
he needed help to stop the club 
from being relegated.
